There It too Much Government Treasure 
and Valaable Public Property In the Na- 
tional Capital far the Authorltlea to 
Take Ohmncee In the Matter. 

Washington, March 23. —Should Gen. 
Coxey's army of a half-million unem- 
ployed men, or any portion tiiereof, 
arrive In Washington May 1, they will 
find that ample preparations has been 
made for their reception. This re- 
ception will not consist of food or 
shelter, although neither will be de- 
nied worthy individuals, but great care 
will be taken that no disorders shall be 
committed 

To carry out this wise precaution the 
police force and militia of the district 
are now engaged In practicing whi 
known as the street riot drill. A test 
was made Tuesday night of a system of 
bicycle messengers and telephone calls 
which has been devised for the assem- 
blage of the men at given points, with 
the result that within about one houi 
the number of soldiers required were 
assembled not a man having received 
previous notice. There are 1,500 id the 
district guard, and at the same rate of 
assembly fully 1,000 armed and 
equipped militiamen could be at the 
disposal of the general In command in 
the easue given time.

In effect 
it provides a restricted local option for 
cities and towns of the state. It allows

•old Upon the filing of a petitit 
bearing the signatures of a majority of 
voters in cities of 5,000 and upward, 
and of 06 per cent of the voters in 
cities and towns of less size, the pay- 
ment of this annual tax shall be a bar 
to the prosecution under the prohibi- 
tion law. 

The votes in favor of the bill were all 
cast by republicans, the bill passing as 
a compromise. The senate republicans 
held a caucus and considered the bill 
over night They found twenty-four 
votes in favor of it Two more are 
needed and friends of the measure 
hope to secure them. No democrat will 
vote for it The blH does not permit 
the manufacture of liquor.

—The new 
13-inch gun, the largest ever made in 
the I'nited States, was fired twice 
Wednesday at Indian Head proving 
ground* in the presence of a company

The vUitors were conveyed in the 
United States ship Dolphin and the tug 
Triton, and numbered about three hun- 
dred. Vice-President Stevenson was 
there, also Secretary Herbert and a 
nil representation of the bureau offi- 
cials of the navy department, in- 
cluding Capt Sampson, head of 
the ordnance bureau, under whose 
tpeclal direction the work at Indian 
Head Is carried on; Senators Oib- 
ton.
